Winchester, Ky„ Jan. «,— B. Pul-

He was a dose friend of 
the late Judge Jim Hargis, who was 
killed at Jackson by his own .son, 
Beach, and was alleg^ to have as- 
sisted the Breathitt fued leader by 
attempting to spirit away a witness 
in the trial of H.-irgis in the damage 
suit brought by Mrs. James B. Mar- 
cum against Ilargis and many others 
for the murder of helNtusband.They 
were aeqidtted on the erlotinal 
charge, but a jury fsw Mrk.

Petrograd, Jan. «.— It is officially 

announced that the Russinn troops 
have gained a decisive victory at 
Sari Kamyah. The entire army 
ninth army eorpe of the Turka was 

aptured. 

The fr)llowinK report received from 
the Hussian headquarters in the 
Caucasus was made public tonight: 
''Last night our troopa won a 
complete victory over the Turks at 
Sari Kamysh. We have l)eaten two 
Furkish army corps and made the 
entire ninth Turkish army corps, 
including its commander and three 
division commanders, prisoners. 

"Small bodies of Turkish troops 
which succeeded in escaping were, 
rigorously pursoed and destroyed. 

"We continue pursuit of the other 
parU of the Turkish forces, which 
are In faU retreat." 



London, Jan. 6.— Two of the thre* 
Turkish columns which last week in- 
vaded the Russian Caucasus have 
met with disaster, and the troops 
not killed or captured are in disor- 
derly retreat. The column which 
too t Ardahan two day-i ago has been 
driven out of that town, according 
to Petrograd official dispatches, and

A com shredder on the fcrm of 

M. P. Winfree, near Casky, was 
destroyed by an explosion Tuesday. 
The machine had been in operation 
foraeveral hours and had alowed 

down to quit work when the ex- 
plosion occurred. The hands about 
the machine hod withdrawn aome 
distance, Mr. Winfree himself being 
15 or 20 feet from the shredder. A 
small lot of corn stalks left on the 
feeder wss boiog jostled hito the 
shredder by the movements of the 
machinery, when all of a sudden the 
explosion occurred, presumably a 
stick of dynamite. The machine waa 
utterly dpmolished, pieces being 
scattered over a radius of two acres 
Almost by a miracle, no one was 
hurt. The englDO 66 net away waa 
not injured. 

There is an air of mystery about 
the affair. Mr. Winfiee had no ex- 
plosives about the farm. He is con- 
fident it had been placed in the fod- 
der. The shredder was an old one 
and was worth about $100. 

A colored man had been feeding 
the machine and several hands bad 
been assisting in its operation. An 
explosion a little earlier would sure- 
ly have caused a loss of life to some 
of them.

100 TEARS AflO 

Tbe Battle of New Orleans, 
Jaiitry 8, 1815. 



Howaesp oiaeh the battle ct New 

(Wears may h' ve rt flect>-d g o y on 
Attf^T'can arms, and i. fl i»»tiCfd our 
poliiicxi hlstor. by hii g'' (rf >rWBrd 
the picture»que and fniceful person- 
ality of "Old H>(rttrry" It will al- 
ways bi regretted ; for It (ocurred 
flfi;een days afftr thesiRnirg i>f ilit* 
treaty of peace at (jhen , — .n D - 
eamb.r 24, 1814. Tbe telegrsp i 
had not been Inv n'ed. and ine 
sailii R vessel thai b ire the news of 
peace could mteke but slow pio^rea!>. 
Tbe eonsfquent needleeeness of thn 
struggle at New Oi leans may per- 
h pt rerve an a trxt for the advo 
catee o' peacp. 

It was in the autumn of 1814 that 
t<i« ramor came of a threatened 
irivasioo from Eig'and. with New 
Orleans ai the objective point. A 
flt-et of tome fifty vessels under Ad 
miral Cochrane, with at least sixteen 
thouasad troips and a thousand 
guns, daly appPTt'd ofT the cohs' 
of Loaiaiana. The expH<lition wh" 
eomosaadei by Sir Edward M. 
Pakenbaro, a veteran of the Penii - 
solar ware, seeonprnted by Gener- 
als Gibbs, K^^ane, bul Lambert, all 
4u'd ers of rc.iute. E itering Lak 
fi/rgne oi December 10. the BriiiK 
destroyed six Americnn gunboais. 
The undefended city of Nuw Orleant- 
" a^ thrown Into a state of greit ex- 
cit m-nt. 

Meanwhile Jaekaoo, fresh from 
Ms victa^ 9fm the Craeklndians 
and le dwitl y appointad Maj()r Gen- 
eral of the Army, had arrived from 
Florida after a long, horseback ride 
through tba wiMemeas. He put the 
city under martial law and summon 
ed troops from Baton Kouge, Ten- 
nessee, an^ Mississippi. The first 
skirmish took place two days before 
Christmas, sijt miles Mow New Or- 
leans. A second engagement oc- 
curred on New Year's Day, behind 
the famoos cotton-bale breastworks, 
the British using hognheada of sugar 
for defenses. But the decisive bat- 
tle was still to MOM. After dayR 
and nights spent ih vigorous build- 
ing of earthworks, the dawn of the 

8th of Janunry found the two iiUle 
armies grimly facing each other for 
the final struggle. Jackson's 4600 
men were entrenehiBcl along the 
Rodriguez Canal. 

The British attacked in several di 
visions, and for two hoars the battle 
raged. But the deadly volleys from 
the American cannon and mu.skets 
played havoc with them. They fell 
by the hundreds. General Paken- 
ham, riding from the rear to rally 
his retreating troops, received three 
shots and died in a few minutes; 
Generals Gibba and Keane also fell. 
The Britiah,— thoroughly repulsed 
in the short but Moody battle,— left 
700 dead upon the field and twice as 
many wounded. The entire Ameri- 
can loss was 71. General Lambert, 
who had succeeded to the British 
command, decided to witluiraw his 
troops to his ships, and on the 27th 
of January sailed away from the 
shores ol Louisiana. Thus ended,— 
let us hope forever, —the appeal to 
arms between the United States and 
Great Britain. -From "Tbe Final

From the original start with a 
cooper-shop and blacksmith's shop, 
Ibe Dtit atep was to manufacture 
wagons and then the planing mill 
was the logical forerunner of the 
ontracting and house-building de- 
partment that has been theeompa- 
ajr'a chief bosinesa. For many years 
the busini'ss was developed an I car 
ried on by the firm of Forbes & Bro. 
M. C. Torbes waw always, the domm 
ant and forcetui head of affairs. Hi.>- 
brother, Jas. K. Forbes, was the mil 
man, bis cliirl liusiiu/ss boinj,' to buii 
ply the lumber lutded for the firm's 
vvt-r increatiing demanda. Jaa. K 
Forties died about ten years ago, 
leaving no family, and his mterests 
descended to his brother.

Of the 
300 or more men now en ployed by 
the eompaoy, a great many have 
held their poaitione for HO years or 
more.
